EDITORIAL 


At the start of another Australian Soc- 
cer season, it is timely to look at some of 
the problems which must be solved if 
the game is to prosper. 

Talking to club and Federation offi- 
cials, we get the impression that they 
will be happy if Soccer survives — never 
mind prospers. 

That is not good enough. It is a 
negative outlook. For too long, the code 
has staggered from one year to the next, 
constantly fighting an uphill battle to 
merely pay its way. 

The premier competition, the Philips 
League, is worthy of major analysis. It 
has already been stated by people in 
high places — for instance the PSL’s 
chairman Sam Papasavas — that from 
1963 the national competition will have 
to be regionalised, split into geographi- 
cal zones. 

That would be a backward step. Yet it 
is probably a necessary step. And even 
with a zoned “national” competition, 
there would still be considerable air 
travel costs. Perhaps after 1983, one 
more step backwards will be undertaken 
with all clubs returning to State competi- 
tions. It would not be the end of the 
world. But can it be avoided? 

The Philips Soccer League, in its pre- 
sent form, COULD be saved. 

The recipe for success is more easily 
defined than achieved. We believe its 
Salvation lies in: — 

(a) Finding a new and wealthy sponsor 
willing and able to relieve clubs of the 
crippling burden of air travel costs. 

(b) Better direction from the top, in- 
volving dynamic promotion and publici- 
ty campaigns. 

(c) A sensible approach to expen- 
diture and income by clubs. 

If all three, (a), (b) and (c), could be 
achieved, the PSL would be on the road 
to recovery. It is asking a lot. 

The bitter truth, in PSL and in all 
Soccer competitions in Australia, is that 
the code does not pull in enough paying 
Spectators. 

It has to be constantly subsidised, 
either by sponsorship, donations from 
wealthy supporters, poker machine in- 
come ... even the well-tried chook 
raffle. 

There’s nothing wrong with that. 
Some of the giants in England, including 
Manchester United, couldn’t exist these 
days without income from their own 
sweeps and lotteries. 

But without a regular supply of fans, 
paying their money to go through the 
turnstiles, Australian Soccer will always 
be rated a minor sport. It deserves 
something better than that rating. 

On the credit side, let us not forget 
that there IS a dormant, and quite large, 
following for the game in this country. 
We have seen our biggest grounds 
packed for visits by world stars from 
New York Cosmos, A S Roma or Brazil's 
Santos. Even in club competition, some 
Sydney folk recall crowds of 15,000 to 
30,000 in the late 1950's or early 1960's. 

Oh yes — the people are there. But 
how will they be tempted back to mat- 
ches? The answer to that ought to be 
number one priority for the people 
running Soccer in this country.

aps. s0Fs peared in the ledger 
with a total of $100,772, thus 
resulting in a net loss for the 
season of $211,000. 

This year, being in the 
PSL, Saints’ overheads will 
automatically increase by 
$20,000 before a ball is 
kicked, as this amount is the 
levy required to be paid by 
each clut 

Frank Arok expects his 
overall football expenditure 
to run the Saints for 1982 to 
be around $365,000 and 
hopefully aims to increase 
Soccer revenue through 
sponsors, better gate-takings 
and general stadium income. 

“Soccer in Australia has 
become a very expensive 
business and only the fittest 
will survive in the end. Do 
you realise what kind of 
monies are involved in 
running and maintaining a 
ground like the St George 
Stadium?? Well I'l tell you. 
Last year it cost us $11,000 
for a greenkeeper, cleaning

Once again we have been ridiculed in the 
eyes of two foreign teams who recently 
visited our shores through the unaccept- 
able behaviour of — fortunately few — 
fans, against the top administrator of Au- 

* stralian Soccer. 
The majority of the people have seen with 
surprise and bitterness the sad plight of 
fans who are so easily contaminated with 
the dangerous disease of being split which 
some “good friends” and supporters of 
Soccer so often cause. 

From this sad performance which was 
contrary to the real, pure and honest sports 
spirit of Australian fans, we are sure that 
those who showed their disapproval against 
our president satisfied their poor sporting 
image. 

There is no doubt that it was provoked, 
and there is no doubt about who did it why. 

From the day we failed to qualify for the 
World Cup, the “snakes” of Soccer from 
time to time come out of hibernation and 
attack the president of the Australian Soc- 
cer Federation.

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VOJVODINA’S REAL STAR

What kind of a game is this football of ours?) 
One can think of many descriptions, but most would agree that 
certain magic surrounds this great game. 


And magic it is, for it is no secret that 
all those who played the game and all 
those who were associated with football 
once would dearly love to make it their 
life. 

One of those who fell under a spell as 
a young, budding Soccer star was Hugo 
Rusevijanin, president of the Profes- 
sional Council, or as it is popularly 
known, “the council of 21 wise men”. 

The man who wrote numerous books 
on Soccer theory, as well as the Soccer 
administration, skilled approach to the 
game, etc. was always ready to answer 
questions about the game which be- 
came his life. 

@: How long have you been as- 
sociated with football? 

A: One can not remember that far, but 
in the administrative and coaching sec- 
tion some 35 years. 

Q: You are employed by the Vojvodi- 
na F.C. In what capacity? 

A; | am the president of the Profes- 
sional Council. 

Q: What is the function of the 
Council 7 

A: We are, you might say, the guiding 
force in the club. Something like a 
navigator. We do not have a “one man 
show" in Vojvodina and the reason for it 
is the existence of the Council. People 
come and go, some stay longer, some 
shorter, but it is the duty of the Council 
to make sure that no-one is indispens- 
able. 

Q: Does that mean that the Council 
plans the future of the club? 

A: Correct. We do not operate on term 
policies. 

Q: Who is elected to the Council? 

A: They are all experts in their profes- 
sions. Doctors, economists, with football 
coaches making the bulk of the 21- 
member committee. In fact almost all 
the members have at one stage played 
for Vojvodina at professional or amateur 
level and have club colours at heart. 


Q: Could you list any specific duties 
of the Council? 

A: Long-term guidelines are drawn by 
the Council. Our strategies, youth 
policies, control of overall efficiencies in 
certain areas of operation as well as 
overcoming the problems which might 
arise amongst the playing staff. As you 
might imagine, no footballer can front 
the Council and tell “tall tales” with 21 
ex-players listening. This group of ex- 
perts insure our stability and guarantee 
success. 


Q: It appears that Individualism Is for- 
saken at Vojvodina. 

A: Not exactly, Our problems are not 
those who can be solved by five or six 
volunteers, or by one coach or other, by 
one manager or other. Our problems are 
solved by this group of experts, and the 
guidelines for club future set. Anyone 
wishing to join the club will have to “fall 
into line”, agree with our basic aims and 
that is our request. We can not afford to 
fall into a trap of picking a coach and 
then smile, hoping that his charisma 
and his coaching abilities will do the 
trick. That is insanity. A coach might 
walk in one day and ask for nine new 
players, then two months later he is 
sacked and you get another coach who 
demands another five players to suit his 
system — do you know where that will 
take your club?’ 


Q:| How many coaches do you have 
at the club? 

A: Six. 

Q: Do they have a say in “naviga- 
tional proceedings”? 

A: Certainly. In fact all six are mem- 
bers of the Council. They also have their 
own coaching group and the president 
of that group is Dusan Draskovic, our 
first grade coach. They discuss their 
own problems within the area of coach- 
ing, improving starting speed of one or 
two players, stamina and mental appro- 
ach to game of other players or the 
Progress of young, up-and-coming 
stars. 

Q: Are all these coaches on a full- 
time basis? 

A: Yes, and remember, no coach of 
Vojvodina is going to do his two-hour 
stint and then turn for home. We made 
sure that all coaches are involved with 
all grades; pioneer teams, youth teams 
and senior teams as well as goalkeepers 
will receive not only individual but pro- 


fessional tuition of all our coaches. Ifour 
coach of the pioneer team is finished 
with his lads, he then goes to the next 
coaching session where he will either 
learn of the methods with the youth 
team or assist the youth coach, and so 
on and soon. 

Q: Dusan Drakovic is the coach of 
first grade. Does he have any limita- 
tions as far as the selection or the 
approach to games is con- 


A; If he can convince the Council that 
he has chosen the correct ingredients 
for our system of play, he has all the 
power to select players and carry on 
with tactical approaches as he pleases. 
Don't get me wrong. It is imperative that 
you understand that implementation of 
our overall plans is most important. We 
are not talking about the goodwill of one 
or two men but we are concerned about 
the efforts of individuals as part of that 
overall plan. The coach does not lose his 
individualism. His knowledge of foot- 
ball, his approach to working with his 
players and his approach to the game 
will largely affect our end product — 
results. 


DUSAN DRASKOVIC 


Q: How do you pick a coach? 

A: We study his ability. Does his ap- 
proach to the game agree with our basic 
concepts and ideas of the game. We can 
not pick a man whose ideas will clash 
with ours. 

Q: In Australia, clubs advertise for a 
coaching position. Do you have a simi- 
lar approach? 

A: I've heard about the Australian 
system, and | am surprised. However, in 
Vojvodina, and for that matter in all 
Yugoslav clubs, coaches are not picked 
by individuals as it might be the case in 
‘some instances in Australia. To be able 
to determine his overall ability and his 
compatability with our orientations, we 
must have a choice of a number of 
people. We issue the invitations and 
discuss the matter with each individual. 
Before a coach is picked we make sure 
that he agrees with our concepts. 

Q: Are you satisfied with the team's 
performances in Australia? 

A: As part of an overall preparation 
period for the coming Yugoslav cham- 
pionship, of course. Ideal training 
facilities, the St George tournament was 
just the tonic we needed as match 
practice, and | am extremely pleased 
with the way the tournament was con- 
ducted. 

Q: Has Vojvodina’s success over 
Hungary been your best in Internation- 
al matches? 

A; That is a very difficult question. 
Vojvodina has a 70-year history and I've 
been with the club for nine years, and | 
cannot venture to say yes or no, but | 
can tell you that it would be one of the 
better results achieved. Vojvodina has 
beaten Rome, Celtic, the great Feren- 
cvaros and Rapid. 

Q: What do you expect in the second 
part of the Yugosiav competition? 

A: It is important not to suffer injuries 
during the rest of the tour. It is also 
important to conclude our preparation 
period as planned and attain a certain 
rhythm in our play, then of course one 
has to maintain that rhythm for the next 
few months

A crucial pointer to the future planning 
of Australian Soccer should come to light 
within the next week. 


It will come with the decision of the various 
State Federations on the important issue of the 
visit of touring teams here in May and June. 

It seems a number of teams want to visit our 
shores and enjoy the wonderful hospitality of 
our fine country. 

Names that have already been bandied 
around are — Manchester City, Rangers, the 
Republic of Ireland, and the Maltese national 
team. 

Obviously the British Soccer agents still 
believe that Australia is “easy pickings” for 
overseas teams during the European off- 
season. 

For this is World Cup year, and in May, June 
and July, all the best players in the world will 
be playing in Spain or preparing for this 
tremendous event. 

Any teams or players who come on tour to 
Australia at this period, will not be the best 
and certainly not superstar quality. 

Such a situation has happened many times 
in the past and it was vowed it would not be 
allowed to happen again. 

Not only is it an insult to our long-suffering 
Soccer diehards, but it is a situation that only 
brings harm and ridicule upon the code. 

For, if our local teams lose to these under 
strength visitors, they and the game of Soccer 
here in Australia are maligned as being a 
bunch of no-hopers. 

If the visitors are beaten, then our teams are 
credited with beating ‘nothing’. 

It’s a no-win situation that our players and 
coaches should not be saddled with. 

Such visits may bring in “the fast buck” for 
the various Federations, but it’s an exercise of 
futility and self-destruction in the long run. 

The decision our administrators will make 
‘on such tours will, in my thinking, determine 
their credibility. Which is more important - a 
few dollars in the hand, or the long-term 
future of the code? 

Of course the final say in the matter will rest 
with the fans — the paying customers — if 
some of these teams are brought here. 

I'm sure the time has passed when sports 
fans will pay good money to watch not-so- 
good Soccer. 

It has been proved, beyond all shadow of a 
doubt, they will come and watch a tournament 
such as the recent International series con- 
ducted by St George — but friendly games 
against sub-standard teams are another kettle 
of fish. 

I think to be a major success here, a touring 
team must be of the highest quality, such as 
Liverpool, Real Madrid, Juventus, Boca Juniors 
or Red Star Belgrade to name a few. 

Not for one minute am | suggesting that 
Manchester City is not a fine team, but there's 
no way their World Cup stars such as Scottish 
captain Asa Hartford and English stars Trevor 
Francis and Joe Corrigan will be in the touring 


party. 

And without such stars, Manchester City's 
drawing power is greatly reduced, 

City for instance, is coming mainly to visit 
New Zealand, to give the Kiwis some practice 
for Spain. 

They want three games here in Australia on 
the way home to help pay the bills. 

| don't think such a situation would be of 
any benefit to Soccer in this country — althou- 
gh it could boost the tourist trade ! 

It’s time this whole situation on touring 
teams to Australia was brought into proper 
perspective and policed firmly, 

There is supposed to be an ASF committee 
or sub-committee looking after such matters. 

This committee is very conspicuous by its 
silence and seeming indifference to planned 
tours here. 

1 believe, like most Soccer fans, that it is 
vitally necessary to have visits from overseas 
teams. 

But | also believe that games against touring 
teams must be used to highlight Soccer in this 
country and bring it into the headlines. 

This cannot be achieved by playing non-star 
opposition. 

Also, during the months of May, June and 
July, the World Cup Final series and events in 
Spain wiil reign supreme — even here in 
Australia despite Rugby League and Australian 
Rules. 

To attempt to promote an overseas tour by a 
team without superstars is courting disaster. 

Like many others, | await the decision of our

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COLE ON SONG

Powerhouse Australian striker Gary Cole broke a pre-season goal 
drought by netting twice and setting up another in Heidelberg’s 3-1 
opening round victory over Canberra at Bruce Stadium. 


It was an impressive start by Cole and a 
tremendous confidence booster — the per- 
fect answer to those who had written him 
off as a force in the 1982 season. 

But the big difference between the two 
sides was really Heidelberg’s experience as 
a settled combination, their teamwork, 
and their better early-season fitness. 

Canberra ran out of steam in the final 15 
minutes and had striker Tony Brennan 
hobbling at half-pace with an ankle injury. 

Also, they looked unsettled and unsure 
— particularly in defence. 

Too often the probing from Heidelberg's 
talented forward threesome of Jamie Pa- 
ton, Jim Campbell and Cole made gaps 
and left Canberra's defence floundering. 

New signings Paul Ontong from Bris- 
bane Lions and Marconi's Gary Byrne 
both looked short of a run. 

So did second half replacement Ian 
Purdie, perhaps understandably as he re- 
turned from Scotland only days before the 
game. 

So Canberra have to settle, but there 
were many bright spots. 

These were the occasional quicksilver 
flashes of brilliance and understanding by 
midfielders and forwards. It is something 
to build upon for the future. 

Heidelberg’s coach Len McKendry must 
have been pleased with his side. 

Incredibly, despite pushing towards 
veteran status, midfielder Jimmy Rooney 
was still a skilled playmaker and it was his 
delicate chip in the seventh minute that 
almost brought the first goal. 

Cole crashed it goalwards first-time, but 
Canberra’s goalkeeper Steve Hoszowski 
was quickly out to smother with an in- 
spired save. 

Hoszowski, despite the scoreline, had a 
fine 1982 season debut game. 

In fact he was unlucky with Heidelberg’s 
first goal. The defence moved forward to 
play Paton offside, all but one that is — 
young full-back John Moutsopoulos — and 
that’s all it took. 

Paton’s ball-skill left the youngster 
beaten and when Paton passed to Cole the 
big striker’s first shot was superbly saved 
by Hoszowski. 

But the best he could do was parry the 
ball, and once it bounced free Cole was 
able to re-gather and score. 

Within two minutes, and some fine 
teamwork after a set-play free-kick from 
Gary Byrne, Canberra were level. 

Byrne’s floated cross was headed on by 
Tony Brennan after which Walter Valeri 
gathered and shot, only to see it blocked 
by a defender’s boot. 

He need not have despaired, for the ball 
ran straight to fellow forward Ian Gibson, 
who then calmly side-footed into an empty 
net from'a mere couple of metres. 

In boxing parlance, Heidelberg were 
ahead on points at the break, but Rooney 
understandably held his head in anguish in 
the 32nd minute when, with only Hoszows- 
ki to beat, he fired straight into the keep- 
er’s hands from 15 metres out. 

With the crowd’s exhultations raising 
them to lift their game, Canberra had 
begun to get on top when Cole scored his 
second and vital tie-breaking goal in the 
76th minute. 


By this stage Canberra had brought on 
Purdie for Valeri, but still they couldn't 
crack Heidelberg’s defence, in which cent- 
ral defender Don McLeod had a strong 
PSL debut, with veteran Arthur McMillan 
and diminutive John Yzendoorn also ex- 
celling. 

Cole’s second goal was really the match- 
winner. Tragically it came from a defensive 
lapse. 

A through-pass found Cole unmarked 
on the edge of the penalty box and, as 
Terry Byrne chased desperately, Hoszows- 
ki came out to narrow the angle and 
smother, but Cole neatly squeezed the ball 
past his legs and into the corner. 

Courageously Canberra fought back, 
and Purdie showed that when fully fit he is 
still a match-maker and fine ball dis- 
tributor. 

Yet Heidelberg were to score again — 
and once more it was a defensive blunder 
that enabled Cole's probing pass to find 
Paton unmarked and able to easily score 
just three minutes from the final whistle. 

Heidelberg looked as good as ever, and 
well prepared from their fine run in Vic- 
toria’s pre-season Ampol Cup. 

It was a typical first round game. Both 
sides can and will improve.

Sir Stanley Rous, 
former secretary of the 
Foxih Football As- 
sociation, former pres- 
ident of FIFA and still 
honorary president of 
that organisation, is 
looking forward to this 
ars World Cup in 
pain. 


At 86, Sir Stanley is at 
an age when most men 
would be happy to sit 
back and enjoy the fruits 
of well-earned retire- 
ment — yet that is the 
last thing on his mind. 

“T still travel a lot, 
attend international 
tournaments, help out, 
and enjoy life. I am al- 
ways invited to the 
World Cups, of course, 
and I am looking for- 
ward to the Finals in 
Spain,” he said when I 
spoke to him. 

Sir Stanley visited Au- 
stralia for the World 
Youth Championships 
for the Coca-Cola Cy 
and stayed here after al 
the other VIPs had re- 
turned to their home- 
lands. 

He stayed at the home 
of his former great 
friend, the late Viv 
Chalwin, at Middle Har- 
bour in Sydney. He 
asked me to join him 
there for a chat and I 
‘was more than happy to 
accept. 

In terms of Soccer ad- 
ministration, Sir Stanley 
Rous is, without doubt, 
ithe most experienced 

srsonality in the sport. 

le enjoyed 28 memor- 
able years at Lancaster 
Gate as F.A. secreta 


from 1934 to 1961 when 
he moved to FIFA, 
where he was president 
until the 1974 World 
Cup. ¢ 

It is strange to think 
“that a man, whose whole 
life has been so domi- 
nated by Soccer, once 
caused a leading English 
school to switch codes 
from Soccer to Rugby 
Union. 

Sir Stanley became 
sports master at Wat- 
ford Grammar School in 
1920. “The pupils play- 
ed Soccer, but they were 
not very good,” he re- 
flected. “I suggested the 
switch to Rugger and 
when I was asked why, I 
told them their players 
were not skilful enough 
to play Soccer!” 

‘ir Stanley has fond 
memories of his teach- 
ing career — which 
stretched from 1920 
until his appointment at 
the F.A. 14 years later. 

His former pupils also 
remember him. One 
used to write to Sir Stan- 
ley at the F.A. every 
year as Cup Final time 
approached — begging a 
ticket for Wembley. 
“You was the best mas- 
ter at English what ever 
taught me,” claimed the 
former Watford Gram- 
mar pupil! 

Sir Stanley Rous can 
claim a “first” in many 
departments of Associa- 
tion Football. He was 
responsible for starting 
the Oceania Confedera- 
tion, which concerns 
Australia so much, He 
also organised the 
world’s first internation- 
al youth tournament in 
England 50 years ago. 
When he went to FIFA,

he actively encouraged 
commercial sponsor- 
ship, marketing and 
merchandising and, 
looking back, he says: 
“FIFA was a very con- 
servative body — we 
couldn’t even carry 
advertisements in FIFA 
News. 

“Contrast that with 
the 1981 World Youth 
Championships and the 
huge step forward which 
came with Coca-Cola’s 
involvement. 

“Soccer must go out 
and seek sponsors. It is

Perhaps the greatest 
contribution Sir Stanley 
made to the sport was 
some 45 years ago when 
he undertook the task of 
re-drafting the book of 
rules ... The Laws of 
the Game. 

Those Laws have en- 
dured, virtually 
unchanged, ever since: 
that is a tremendous 
tribute to Sir Stanley 
Rous. 

Looking ahead, Sir 
Stanley refuses to join 
the growing band of pes- 
simists who predict de- 
clining interest in Soc- 
cer. He accepts that the 
pe has many prob- 
lems but believes they 
will be overcome, given 
intelligent administra- 
tion. 

When I asked him 
why Soccer had failed to 
fulfil its obvious poten- 
tial in Australia during 
the past 100 years, the 
former FIFA president 
observed: “You need 
dedication to the sport 
itself from adminis- 
trators. You need 
people with wide vision, 
outlook and enthusiasm. 

“Administrators who 
want to advance their 
own power and ego are 
no good to you. The 
men at the top must set 
the right example.” 

Sir Stanley Rous has 
been setting a splendid 
example for most of his 


86 years. 
Thope he is spared for 
several years to come. 


He remains a giant of a 
man physically and men- 
tally — and there are 
few enough of his 
calibre still adorning the 
greatest game in the 
world.

Thistle last week lodged a joint appeal over the controversial restructur- 
ing of the Queensland Soccer Federation’s State League competition.

The appeal came after
